My report is based on the specification as 
if amended by the statement of proposed amendments filed with that reply and dated 23 April 2009. I 
have considered it and believe that there are lawful grounds of objection to the application as 
proposed to be amended. These grounds of objection are: 

4. The invention defined in at least claim 1 is not novel and does not involve an inventive step when 
compared with the following prior art document that discloses all the essential features of the 
invention claimed: 

US 2003/045893 (GINN, 6 March 2003) 

This document was cited from the ISR established for this application. It discloses a clip for 
closing a defect such as a patent foramen ovale preferably constructed from an elastic material. 
The clip is delivered using a catheter and is held against it bias during implantation. Once the bias 
is removed the two tines of the clip move away from each other to become implanted in either 
side of the defect, as demonstrated in Figure 6.
